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REMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration and allowance of the subject application are respectfully 
requested. Claims 1 and 3-15 are pending in the present application, with claims 1, 4, 8, and 9 being 
independent. Claim 2 has been cancelled by this amendment without any prejudice or disclaimer to 
the subject matter contained therein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants note with appreciation the Examiner's indication on page 3 of the outstanding 
Office Action that claims 2-15 would be allowable is rewritten in independent form including all the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. For at least the reasons detailed below, 
Applicants respectfully submit that all pending claims should be considered allowable. 

Drawings 

Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner indicate in any subsequent Office Action 
whether or not the drawings that were filed on October 28, 2004 have been accepted. The Examiner 
indicates in item 10 of the Office Action that the drawings filed on May 29, 2001 are objected to. 
Applicants, however, as noted above, filed replacement sheets on October 28, 2004, in response to 
the Examiner's drawing objection in the Office Action dated July 28, 2004. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 USC §102 
The Examiner rejected claim 1 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Lundqvist et 
al. (US Patent No. 5,640,679). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 
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Applicants have amended independent claim 1 to include the subject matter of allowable 
dependent claim 2. In addition thereto, Applicants have amended claims 4, 8, and 9 to be in 
independent form. 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 



In view of the above amendments and remarks, this application appears to be in condition 
for allowance and the Examiner is, therefore, requested to reexamine the application and pass the 
claims to issue.
